$,'150 a n acre— surely a satisfactory re­ 
turn for the trifling degree of labor 
w hich is necessary for th eir cultiva­ 
tion, especially when it is borne in 
m ind that in the earliest stages of 
th eir growth corn and o ther crops can 
Ik* cultivated betw een the rows. 
H ere, in these superb bottom lands, 
will lie located the future vegetable 
gardens of Los Angeles county.

grasses, wild 
cham olile.w ild celery and willows and 
sycam ores. W ater is struck at a depth 
of from one to tw o feet, and a drain of 
a n eighth of a m ile in length will de­ 
velop u stream exuding from th e earth 
w hich will alm ost suffice to furnish 
jiower to run a m ill. 
All th e decidu­ 
ous fruits will flourish hen* in perfec­ 
tion, while all the herries an d vegeta­ 
bles will grow rankly and abundantly. 
Alfalfa will yield from five to eight 
crops u y ear w ithout irrigation, a n d a n 
acn* can Ik* relied u|k>ii for u hundred 
sacks of potatoes yearly. 
H ere will 
Ik* th e vegetable gardens of th e future, 
we confidently reiterate. A lready two- 
th ird s of th ese lands of m arvelous fer­ 
tility have lieen sold, and at th e low 
price of from $10(1 to $150 an acn*. To 
buy them at th is price is like finding 
them . T hey an* certain, in th e im m e­ 
diate future, to com m and tw ice and 
thrice those figures. 
It is strange th at lands of such 
wonderful richness should h ave been 
neglected so long, but it is fortunate 
tor the present purchasers th at such 
has been th e case. 
It is n ot every 
one w ho can buy lands at $150 an acre 
w hich do n o t need irrigation, while 
irrigable lands—dry lands— in plain 
sight com m and $1,000 an acre and 
upw ards. 
T h e w onder is th at they 
have lieen neglected so long. 
We were delighted to find th at our 
friend G arvey owns *2,700 acres of 
these lands. 
W e use the editorial 
“ w e” because this sketch is w ritten 
by one of th e editors of th e H e r a l d , 
w ho w a s to o happy to invest person­ 
ally in som e of them .

it is in largely deteriniueB tlie value 
or price, and the price we receive de­ 
termines the amount of profit realised 
from the sheep. 
When tfood, com­ 
mon wool, such as we may expect to 
«secure from the average farmer, is 
selling at *20 cents, dirty, taggy, hurry 
wool sells at 12 or 111 cents, and from 
that up, depending largely, of course, 
upon the condition it is in. 
There can be no excuse for tags. 
They «tin Ik* taken off before the 
sheep are turned out upon the pasture 
in the spring, or if neglected at that 
time it can be done when ynu shear. 
There is no iswsihle gain in leaving 
them in. Tin* dockage more than 
overbalances the increased weight 
because the buyer takes into consid 
e rat ion the labor of taking them out, 
and is sure to overestimate their 
weight. The farmer can Ixetter afford 
to take them out than to let them 
remain on. 
Sheep should, by all means, lie kept 
away from burrs. Any one who has 
ever tried picking them out is gener­ 
ally well satisfied that it is something 
of a task, ami it only adds to the cost; 
then* is no possible benefit. 
Burrs 
are a loss, ami that against our inter­ 
ests. 
Again, it is necessary to keep each 
fleece separate. 
Roll tight together, 
ami tie with the side next to the skin 
out. 
Bo the shearing in a clean plac 
so there will lie no unnegeessjvry trash. 
Clean wool properly tied up tight and 
snug, that when ojiened nut shows no 
tags, burrs or trash, will sell at the 
liest market prices always. 
Kvery sheep breeder realizes that 
generally this kind of stock lias paid a 
very small profit; many, in fact, have 
not" l»een able to realize any profit, 
and others have abandoned the bum 
ness on this account. 
Much of this is 
no doubt tine to a want of projier care 
ami feed, and to a failure to send the 
wool to market in a condition that will 
insure the highest price. 
Even with 
low prices, those who keep their sheep 
in good condition, so that a good 
growth of wool is secured, and also 
take proper care in marketing, find 
they have U*en able to realize at least 
a small profit. 
A difference of 5 cents per pound 
■on each fleece may make the differ­ 
ence between realizing a profit and 
sustaining a loss. 
And in very many 
cares the greater portion of this dir 
fereuce is liared ution the condition in 
the preparation of the wool for m ar­ 
ket.

AN ARIZONA BL IZZ A R D . 


T i e E l e m e n t * C o m b in o A g a l n i t

It HometiiueH getn a little windy 
down in the Territory, an the following 
from the Tucson Citizen of the 7th 
inst. indicates: 
“ The moat terrific rain storm that 
has Itecn experienced here for years 
«(rack Tucson this afternoon. The 
lirrft premonition of w hat was coming 
■were the great clouds of dust that ap­ 
parently arose on the plains between 
here and Fort Lowell, and as they 
gradually approached the city like ii 
dense brown fog bank the Wind in­ 
creased to a hurricane. 
About 8 :90 it 
struck the city with great violence, 
breaking in windows and unroofing 
houses. The Citizen building, on ac­ 
count of its height, was among the first 
to suffer. Signs were blown down and 
the entire east end of the building 
unroofed. 
The CosmojioUtan fared 
worst*, as almost the entire roof- 
iug over the Masonic Hall 
was 
torn off and piled in the street in 
front of Leo Goldschmidt’s furniture 
store. The immense show windows 
in the northeast corner of L. Zenken- 
dorf á Co,’s store was driven in and 
broken into a thousand pieces. 
Two 
panes of glass from one window and 
one pane from another were smashed 
to atoms. The fiag pole over the Ma­ 
sonic hall was broken off near the 
roof, considerable damage is reported 
to have been done to the rotf of the 
Palace Hotel, the corral wall of the 
Surveyor General’s office was blown 
down, the coping on the roof of the 
house of W. C. Davis was torn off’. 
Scarce! v a house in town but what 
suffered from the effects of wind and 
•water, but on account of the lateness 
of the hour we cannot give particulars. 
The only casualties so far reported 
were from flying glass; the most seri­ 
ous accident lieing to the little son of 
H. Meneger, living in the south end 
of the city. 
He was struck in th# 
ls»>*k near the shoulder blade. The 
glass penetrated so deep that it had 
to lie drawn out by force. 
One of 
Zeckendorf’s clerks received a cut 
over the nose, also from a piece of fly­ 
in g glass.
